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K Ing Heniy being confederate with the Ems 
perour Maximilian, and manxe of the nodilitie 
of Brabant, Flaunders and Holland, hauing the 
layde Cimpcroz in wages under his Banner, ui⸗ 
uaded trauncc, andtuſtaſſaulled T urwin with 
a puillant Irmye. uc hiche towne (in the ende) 
was enlozced to ye lde it ſelle vnto the mercye of 
king Henry, who mercyfully graunted them par⸗ 
Don of their lyucs, and tree leaue to departe in lale⸗ 
garde, pelding vp their towne with all their fur- 
nuure and mumtion Into the kung: who centred 
the lapde towne with Banner Dilplaide as a con⸗ 
querour. And hauing taken the ozonaunce, with 
tye reſt of the ſpoyle, wi: hin a whyle atter he con⸗ 
ſinned the towne with Fycr, which thing plea⸗ 
ſed the Emperoꝛ very well loꝛ that the layd town 
was pftentymes aſcourge vntohim, 
Che hing at this tyme to ſolace him ſelf, rode to 
Lisley ( hich is a town ot the Emperours ) where 
as he was nobly entertained. And at his entrie 
in tothe towne, the kexes ok the gates were ol⸗ 
fered vnto him to diſpole at his plealure: who res 
ceived them thanklully, rendung them againe to 
him ol whome he tooke them. And when he had 
retreat him ſelle thear thee dapes he returned vn⸗ 
to his campe againe. Whole returne was ryght 
ioyfull vnto his Souldiers. Foz as his pꝛeſence 
encreaſed their io yes, ſo his abſence augmented | 
their dolours , ſo entire he was vnto all his lotall 
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Shotl» after, he marched foꝛwardes with his 
whole Armie towardes the great Citie of Tur- 
ney, which Citie is ſaied to haue as manye To⸗ 
wers in it as be dayes in a pere, which is in nom⸗ 
ber. 365. Ind in fine, after ſharpe aſſault, he ob⸗ 
tained the towne, and after poſſeſſion taken, hee 
built there a ſtrong Caſtle, In this meane ſeaſon, 
he enuyted the Emperour and the Empꝛeſſe his 
wyfe to this his new wonne towne of T urney, 
who ryght ioyoulely came thither, and were there 
royally feaſted, and his trayne had both greate 
entertamment and bountifull rewardes. 
In theſe warres were manye feates ol Armes 
tryed, and ſundꝛy noble erploites atchyued, and in 
concluſion, the cheefe power of Fraunce diſcom⸗ 
fited. But among the tragicall euents that there 
happened one pꝛetie accident chaunced by matter 
Henry Norace, who at that tyme being a yong 
Gentleman, and one of the kinges Henchemen, 
hauing on his head the kinges Helmet: was by 
the fierceneſſe of his horſe caryed from the kings 
Campe into the middeſt of the Frenche armye 
that then lay without the towne of Turnay in 
battaile ray. Ind being thus among his enemies 
againſt his will: at laſte founde the meanes to 
turne his hozſe hed againe, and ſo by good happe 
tame backe vnto the king: wherof the king was 
ryght glad. And bei d, the king of- 


fered to make him knight fo this aduenture . But 


he tolde the king, that his horſe rather _—

mies againſt his will . whereat the king plea⸗

This pong king of Scottes, was both Reue w 
and Godſon vnto king Henry, by meanes where⸗ 
of the king was lothe todo anye annoyance vnto 
the Realme of Scotlande, But the Scottes bes 
ing greedie of reuenge foꝛ the death of their late 
king, pꝛouoked him to be doing with „ by 
meanes wherof, many incurſions were into 
Scotlande,to the great detriment of the Scottes 
and deſtruction of many of their Caſtels and vil- 
lages. But at the laſte, by the mediation of the 
Queene of Scottes,an abſtinence of warre was 
taken, and ſhoꝛtly after a peace concluded, whiche

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among them before, and what pennurie they luſ⸗ 
tayned: noherefoꝛe at the laſte, there was made 
lufticient pꝛoniſion to victuall the garriſon, but not 
without greate charges, foꝛ it was alwayes 
bꝛought by conuope , whiche was with greate 
firength conducted, and neuer without ſkirmilhe, 
Fo: it was alwayes btought thoꝛough the towne 
1 of Dunbar, and in the Caſtell of Dunbar layea 
garriſon of our enemies. Ind on a tyme, our Ca⸗ 
pitaine Sir lames Wilforde went to meete with 
the conuoy at Dunbar, whiche is viii. myles from 
Hadington, and had with him but rü. menne. And 
when he had ſaluted the Loꝛde ndardon (who. 
then came with the conuoy) the garriſonof Dun- | 
bur Caſtellcame forth # made a ſhewe in the field. 
Then ſapde the Lowe ndarden vnto Sir lames - | 
Wilforde, beholde how pꝛowdly pour neyghbours 
ftandbefoze vs. Pea(quoth Sir lames) if Jhad | 
but afeweof my men moꝛe with mee, J woulde | 
offer them ſome playe. It you will geeue a charge 
on them(ſaide the Loꝛde warden) you ſhall haue | 
as many of my men as you will. But bet auſe (ir | 
lames had no experience ot their hardineſſe, hee | 
was lothe to truſt vntothem. Mot withſtandinge 
in line he ſaide, that if they woulde follo we him, > 0 
hee would? matze a gappe thoꝛough them. They 
pꝛomiſed not to ſhinke. Do there were about 300 
appoynted vnto him, and he went before them ga⸗

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Ind the ſhott came ſo ſharpely from the Caſtell 
rppon them, that all the menne that pzofeſſed to 
foilowe him durſt not, but ſhumke backe; ſauing - 
oucly his owne xu. men. And when he and his 
mall nember was in the myddes of theire ene⸗ 
mies, he behaued him ſeife very valyantly. But in 
the ende his hoꝛſe was llayne vnder him, and hee 
taken pꝛiſoner. But his twelue men being luſtie 
Souldiers, went thoꝛough them againe (being to 
weake fox lacke of nomber to reſtue their captain) 
and ſo retourned without anye hurte vnto them 
done. Thus was this noble Captaine taken, and 
had to the Caſtel of Dunbar,thozough the cowar⸗ 
dile of them that pꝛofeſſed to followe hum. 
This did ſo kindel the bꝛeſtes of our Garriſon 
that lape at Hadington, that the Captaines had 
much? a doo to perfwade them from leauing the 
towne to fetche him from them againe. Fo they 
ſayde that they woulde dye on them euerye man, 
but they woulde winne the Caſtell of Dunbar. 
And the Scottes knewe right well that they 
coulde not keepe him thear without great daun⸗ 
ger: noherefoze they ſent hun to Edenborough, 
& theare was he kepte-priſonertill he was redee- 
med by Raunſom. He was ſo noble a capitaine, 
that he wonne the hartes of all Souldierg. Hee 
was inthe towne among his Souldiers a frinds, 
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
